The Friesian cows on a Maidenhead farm 
were not giving enough butter fat in their 
milk. Captain J. Golding, F.LC., of the 
National Institufe for Research in Dairying, 
gave them each 2ib. of cocoa shell a day. 

The cows bucked up at once, and Cissie 
(no relation to Clapham and Dwyer) showed 
the highest percentage of fat—5.65, as com- 
pared with 2.8 at her worst. 

Captain Golding, describing his experi- 
ments to the West of Scotland Agricultural 
College, explained that cocoa-shells has more 
food value than good meadow hay, raises 
the Vitamin D content of the stall-fed winter 
milk and butter to that of summer level, and, 
what is more important to the farmer, also 
raises the quantity of butter fat in the milk. 

As this can be achieved on 2lb. of cocoa- 
shell a day, and a ton costs only £2 10s. 
(cocoa-shell being a waste prodact of the 
chocolate industry) it looks as if Cissie and 
Co. will enjoy a more varied diet this winter'

Germany is a country of unusually varied 
structure as regards geography, scenery, and 
climate (writes Professor Dr. Vogt, 
Breslau, President of the Keich Institute 
(german Kalneology). 

In this multiform country, which extends 
from the slopes of the Alps to the sea coast, 
we find side by side every known possible 
variety of the formation and structure of the 
earth's surface, including the wide plains of 
the cultural steppes, large forests, and 
meadowland in the valleys inland lakes at 
various altitudes, undulating hill country, 
and a great variety of mountain formations, 
every known type of mountain range of 
medium altitude up to the slopes of the Alps 
and mountain heights. Even the sea coast 
presents remarkable differences in formation 
aud climate, owing to the fact that in the 
east it lies on the Baltic, a large inland sea, 
while in the west it spreads out to the open 
sea.

BRINE SPAS 


Nothing is so effective in restoring the fit- 
ness and áir the energies of the childish 
and youthful organism as a brine spa.’ We 
could prove by statistics that the pale 
apathetic child that cannot sleep and will not 
eat suddenly begins to wake up when sent to 
a brine spa or the seaside; that it grows and 
sleeps ; that the composition of its blood is 
fundamentally changed and that its weight 
increases, so that when it finally returns home 
its family are astonished to find that it has 
become an entirely different being in the 
course of a few weeks or months. These are 
mysterious and profound results. There are 
just as many cases in which we have seen 
that when we treat the sterility of weakly 
young women with healing peat, the fecundity 
ost owing to a severe illness is regained by 
this treatment. But we have already partly 
discovered the secret of this. We now know 
that, although the sexual hormones of the 
plants have lain in the moors for thousands 
of years, they have retained their qualities 
that somehow affect the patient's body. 


CALLEDISOIONISM 


What a fundamental change is caused in 
the human body by drinking the waters at a 
spa! One of the basic po ise of the human 
orgauism is what is calledisoionism, which 
means that the body maintains with extreme 
tenacity a certain balance or procentual rela- 
tion between the proportion of salts and fluids 
in the blood. But a course of interna! treat- 
ment with the waters alters this state of 
affairs. It causes a vacillation in this 
balance, modifies it, if it is out of order, and 
thus creates in the body a state of what is 
called transmineralization, an alteration in 
the percentage of salts that is much more 
effective, permanent and natural than any- 
thing that can be achieved with all artificial 
body-building salts and such things. It is 
the production of an affect in the direction of 
the norm; and, after all, the great and mys- 
terious feature of the effect of natural means 
of treatment, of the climate, waters and 
baths, is that they can work in either direc- 
tion. We see this in the case of blood pres- 
sure, when low pressure is increased and 
high pressure reduced, in cases. of 
super-acidity and other anomalies 
secretion, in the case of the

Kabuki is refined in form, but is completely 
aloof from modern life. Shimpa has recently 
debased and commercialised itself to a con- 
siderable extent, while accommodating itself 
to its audience, which has rapidly increased. 
And Shingeki has lost the patronage formerly 
accorded it by journalism, and is nearly on 
the verge of tuin, partly under the pressure 
of changed social conditions and partly 
because of its lack of dramaticism and 
poverty of dramatic technique. 


AEL-ROUND ‘DEADLOCK 


Such an all-round deadlock in the 
Japanese theatre is a sign of the impasse 
reached by theatrical art at large, a serious 
common problem affecting the world theatre. 
But, considered in relation to this country, 
the problem resolves itself into the question, 
‘What dramas for the masses are to replace 
the Kabuki?’’ or “ What is a new form of 
play for the large theatre?’ | 

It has been repeatedly advocated lately as 
a solution that plays for the large theatre 
should have musical accompaniment and that 
the lines should be sung by the actors, This 
was the central problem for all discussions 
in the first half of 1934, with the result that 
the re-exammation of Kabuki is put forward. 
All people connected with the theatrical enter- 
prise are more or less convinced that there 
must be deep-rooted and elemental drama- 
ticism in Kabuki, which has survived the 
violent social changes during the last three 
centuries, and has throughout constituted the 
main force of the Japanese theatre. 

In the second half of the year, the problem 
took on an academic aspect, and there de- 
veloped an active theoretical controversy as 
to whether the essentials of drama exist in 
words or acting. During the controversy such 
master playwrights as Ibsen and Shakespeare 
were often referred to. 


A PRACTICAL SOLUTION 


After all, the problem is finding a practi- 
cal solution. On the programmes of the 
leading playhouses in 1934 there were many 
dance drama pieces. For example, that 
typical Kabuki dance drama, KXanjincho, 
which was formerly produced about once in 
ten years, was put on at the Kabuki-za, once 
in March and once in November. Miss 
Yaeko Mizutani, an established actress, has 
been concerning herself in this sort of play. 
Japanese dance drama is a unique conibiale 
tion of half play and half dance, and is rich 
in dramatic elements because full of rhythm 
and action. 
masses require in a dramatic production. 

The increasing production of dance drama, 
however, is partly attributable to the popu- 
far Kabuki actor, Kikugoro Onoye, who pas- 
sesses rare talent in the Japanese dance. 
This is made clear by the fact that such 
important productions of dance drama in 
1934 as Ukare-Bozu, Haneno-Kamuro, 
Muaume-Dojoji, Kasane, 
Funa-Renkei are nearly all those in which 
that actor plays a leading rdéle. But, de- 
spite this, there is clear evidence that popn- 
lar theatrical enthusiasm is increasingly turn- 
ing to dance drama. 

It is not to be overlooked that, on the 
other hand, an attempt is being made by 
actors attached to the Toho Gekijo to estab- 
lish the operetta as a new form of dance 
drama or large theatre play. The first pro- 
duction staged by them in September, En wa 
inamuno (Matches are Funny Things) 
directed by K. Sonoike, it is felt, will lead 
to the formation of a new type of large 
theatre play, though it cannot yet claim com- 
parison with the operetta of Western coun- 
tries, The play was also a success in the 
use of a microphone for vibration effects, 
furnishing a good hint for the machinifica- 
tion of the up-to-date playhouse, which is 
growing in dimensions. 


THE FUNDAMENTALS 


Other than scting, words and music, the 
fundametals of drama, there must be behind 
them the agitation of feelings. The agitation 
of feelings may be expressed in other words 
as either current ideas or abundant literalism. 
What is meant by this is, after all, the 
undoubted necessity of the backing of plays 
by modern life. 

In this sense it is felt necessary that the 
Japanese theatre, not far removed from 
feudalism and convention, be more rationa- 
lised. The increased interest in the theatre 
of Ichizo Kobayashi. founder of the Takara- 
zuka Girls’ Opera Theatre and President of 
the Tokyo Electric Light Company, is 
accepted with hospitality by the theatrical 
circles as a factor somewhat accelerating the 
rationalisation tendency. However, he has 
not as yet shown much activity. He is 
building a sister house of the Toho Gekijo, 
which when completed, will be a source of 
something new. 

Mention should be made of the graduates 
of the Nippon Actors’ School, directed by 
the above-mentioned Kabuki actor, Kikugoro 
Onoye, who as a group of amateurs i Ao 
for more than twenty days at the Jokyo 
Gekijo in June and December. 

Also a mixed group of Kabuki and screen 
actors and amateurs, whom the Toho Gekijo 
had gathered through advertisement, gave 
first performances at that theatre in Sep- 
tember, enjoying a long run. These groups 
of mixed elements have no complete team- 
work among themselves, and the probability 
of their doing any valuable work in the 
future is doubted. But their appearance in 
the Japanese theatre is a matter for con- 
gratulation, as they are the first professional 
actors to be emancipated from the conven- 
tional relations of master and pupil in which 
their predecessors have found themselves,

OIL FROM ’BUSES 


——— 


COMPANIES FINED 
(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 


The Dublin Tramways Company was sum- 
moned for having three omnibuses in a condi- 
tion that permitted an oily substance to drop 
on the roadway. 

Guard 1548 stated that two of the "buses 
were on Alexandra road. The other offence 
was committed at Malahide road. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, for the company, gaid 
that the 'buses were those which were taken 
over from the other transport o_o. and 
the defects were due to worn washers. When 
attention was drawn to them the defects 
were repaired. 

Mr. Little said that one of the ‘buses was 
a 1932 Bedford. In London he was informed 
that the practice was that every "bus on the 
road was taken in once a fortnight and 
completely overhauled. The streets where 
‘buses were parked in the city presented in 
unsightly spectacle with oil patches. 

Mr. Burne said that he was informed that 
the engineering department of the Tramways 
Company was in process of reorganisation, 
and the system referred to by Mr. Little 
would come into operation at once. In addi- 
tion to the four repair depots, a new one 
had been opened at Inchicore, and the ar- 
rangement was that the ‘buses would come 
into the repair shop for a complete overhaul 
every fourteen days. 

Mr. Little said that when he saw evidence 
on the roads that the scheme was in opera- 
tion he would be satisfied. He imposed a 
fine of £10 on one summons, and £5 each on 
the other two. 

There was a similar summons against the 
Great Northern Railway Company in respect 
of an omnibus from which oil leaked at 
Beresford place. 

The foreman in charge of the company’s 
depot in Sheriff street stated that the ‘buses 
were Inspected every night. and any repairs 
that were necessary were carried out. There 
was also a weekly inspection, and there was 
a complete overhaul for every 60,000 miles. 

Mr. Little said that that was inadequate, 
and he recorded a fine of £3.

DRIVER’S LICENCE 
CANCELLED 


FIRST CASE OF ITS KIND 


UNDER ROAD ACT

These men are also 
receiving a sm-ll grant of outdoor relief to 
supplement thee reduced unemployment 
assistance.

GOOD HORSES AND 
CATTLE 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
WICKLOW, Wednesday. 


HERE were 760 entries for the sixth 
ie annual show of the County. Wicklow 
Agricultural Society, held on the 
Murrough, here to-day. Horses and cattle 
were not so numerous as last year, the 
reduction in the section for cattle being 
due to the cancellation of the classes for 
Jerseys, which. were such a strong feature 
last year. Poultry, cereals, garden produce. 
needlework and cookery exhibits all showed 
increases, so that the total entry was within 
thirty of last year’s total, when the entry 
was exceptional. This year, for the first 
time, a class for farm produce, suitably 
displayed, was provided, but the response 
was somewhat disappointing. 

As to the quality of the exhibits, a uniform 
level of merit was displayed. A yearling 
shorthorn bull topped the list in the cattle 
section, defeating the champion Aberdeen 
Angus, a heifer calf. Some good dairy stock 
were shown, but in many of the classes 
competition was limited. This applies 
especially to the Aberdeen Angus and Here- 
ford sections.

LETTER TO KILKENNY 
CORPORATION 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


KILKENNY, Wednesday. 

Kilkenny Corporation to-night referred to 
their legal adviser a letter received from the 
Local Government. Department, stating that 
the Minister “has keen informed that certain 
members of the Council, who are disqualified, 
have continued to act after disqualification.’ 

The letter called attention to the provisions 
of Article 12 of the Application of Enactments 
Order, 1898, relating to the. disqualification of 
members making arrangements with creditors. 
Attention was also drawn to Section 70 of the 
Local Government Act, 1925, dealing with the 
employment, for remuneration, of persons who 
are or have been members of the local 
authority or local authorities whose functional 
area is in the same county. It was also stated 
that the Local Government Act, 1925, provides 
first a penalty for persons guilty of the offence 
of knowingly acting after disqualification ; and 
secondly, disqualifies such person for a period 
of ten years from the date of conviction, . 

The letter and the legal adviser’s opinion 
will come up for consideration at the meeting 
of the Corporation on Tuesday. September 
8th.

Hitler) peculiarly satisfying justice if the 
more powerful members of the 8.8. had 
been empowered to hold down the erring 
plain clothes guards who let through Mrs. 
Carla George de Vries, so that Mrs, Carla 
George de Vries could have taken a run- 
ning jump, or anything else she liked, at 
the same offenders. Recollection of the 
incident must be clear in the memory of 
every student of European politics; but, 
like one or two other anecdotes, this is 
one which will bear eternal repetition. It 
happened at the Olympic Swimming 
Stadium. Maddened by the excitement of 
the contests, or just maddened, Mrs. Carla 
George de Vries whizzed through Herr 
Hitler’s cordon of protectors, and pushed 
her autograph book into the Fuehrer’s 
face. But this was only a feint. Mrs. 
Carla George de Vries had other plans. 
The dictator stood rooted to the ground, 
appalled to find a member of the public 
so very near him. It might have been a 
Communist, or an Israelite, or even a 
French woman. Things now began to 
move, and nothing moved more quickly 
than Mrs. Carla George de Vries. She 
shot forwards in the direction of Herr 
Hitler’s face, and then it became plain 
that Mrs. Carla George de Vries, unless 
arrested in mid-air, looked very much as 
if she was going to plant a kiss on the 
horrified features of the German leader. 
Herr Hitler thought so, too, and in the 
last split. second he side-stepped Mrs. de 
Vries’s rush. The lady recovered her 
balance, and came back again impetuously. 
The Fuehrer ducked brilliantly, but Mrs.

T' first issue of King Edward VIII. 


stamps will be on sale next Tuesday. 
They are to be of the same size and 
colour as the existing issue, —. 

This was announced last night by Sir 
Walter Womersley, M.P., Assistant Post- 
master-General, who made the following state- 
ment at the G.P.O, headquarters in London 
to a réporter :'— 

““On Tuesday next, oor rod 1, the first 
issue of King Edward VIII. stamps will be 
on sale to the public at all post offices in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. The 
stamps on sale will, in the first instance, be 
the halfpenny, threehalfpenny and twopence- 
half penn enominations, and during the 
week ending Saturday, September 6 the new 
stamps will be supplied as a matter of course. 

After that date they will be SR SET only 
if specially asked for until the stocks of King 
George V. stamps in hand are exhausted. 


THE PENNY STAMP 


“ A penny stamp of the same design will 
be placed on sale very shortly, thus com- 
pleting the denominations generally used for 
correspondence in this country and from this 
country to the Empire and foreign countries. 

“The new stamps are of the same size and 


| of the same rich colour as the existing issue. 


“The head of His Majesty—the dominating 
feature of the stamps—is displayed on a 
shaded background, the tone of which deepens 
towards the left, to which the King’s head is 
looking. 

““Phe denomination is indicated in plain 
white figures in the top left hand corner and 
balanced on the right hand top corner by a 
crown in a tone corresponding tu the deep 
shading on the left of the backgroand, 

“The word ‘ postage’ is in plain lettering 
horizontally across the bottom of the stamp. 
These three stamps, halfpenny, three- 
halfpenny and twopence-halfpenny, are the 
first stamps to be issued bearing Ye effigy 
of King Edward VIII.” 

The statement adds that the head is re- 
produced from a photograph of the King. 

The paper is of the usual quality, but 
watermarked with the new Royal cipher— 
ie.  E.8R.” and crown. 


ANNUAL ISSUE OF STAMPS 


The total annual issue of postage stamps 
now exceeds seven thousand millions, includ- 
in La” million in books and 750 millions in 
rolls. 

Sir Walter added that it was estimated 
that, at the present rate, the existing stock 


of King George V. stamps would be exhausted 


in two or three months. 

The new stamps are of extreme simplicity, 
the decoration which surrounds.the late 
King’s head on the present stamps being 
absent. The photograph is an excellent like- 
ness of the King.

whose — productions are in the collec- 
tion. e invention of pottery could be 
traced back some 8,000 years, and the first 
attempts in this direction were illustrated 
by tine primitive wares exhibited in the 
Antiquities Department. The 
achievement of a representative European 
style and technique could seen in the 
Egyptian, Cypriote, Greek and Roman wares 
exhibited also on the ground floor. 

Mr. Gogan next dealt with the ancient 
ttery and porcelain of the Chinese Empire 
rom the Shang Dynasty up to the time 
when European potters attempted to 
simulate the wares of the East. e drew 
articular attention to the group of ara 
orses and camels, dating 618.906, presen 
by the late Lord Revelstoke, of Lambay 
Island and London, as a memorial of his 
deceased wife, a talented French lady, 


FINE IRISH WORK 


Dealing with the products of Delft, Mr 
Gogan stressed the fact that the Dutch 


Mountain in Tipperary, which they exported 
in quantity, re-importing their artistic ware 
to the damage of Irish manufacturers. The 
ware of Rouen, another rival of the Irish 

tteries, was also described. He then 


ware of that period, with particular 
reference to the factory established by Dela- 
main under the protection of the Irish Par- 
liament, near Amiens street, for the details 
of which he paid a tribute to his predecessor, 
Mr. Dudley Westropp, author of. a museum- 
guide on the subject. 

So excellent were the Irish products that 
they are frequently mistaken for those of 
Delft. A uil fountain, lent by the well- 
known Dublin connoisseur, Mr. Lucius O’Cal- 
laghan, indicated that they were able to emu- 
late the more advanced forms of tHe con- 
tinent. The best Dublin blue and white pot- 
tery dated from about 1750. 

Mr. Gogan also referred to the recently- 
discovered Mullinahack pottery of the 18th 
century, which, by the courtesy of the Dublin 
Corporation, he had been enabled to inspect. 
He alluded also to the discovery of kaolin 
and felspar in Ireland about the year 1857, 
which enabled the Belleek factory to produce 
a true porcelain from solely Irish materials. 


AN IRISH REVIVAL 


The speaker regretted not being able to 
deal more extensively with the fine products 
of the English, French and German art 
ceramic factories, many of which he had re- 
cently visited. He expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the assistance afforded him by the 
directors of the Sevres, Berlin, and other 
State factories of Europe. 

In conclusion, he stressed the excellent 
work being done at Carrigaline and Arklow, 
where the broken tradition of Delamain was 
heing taken up and creditably continued. The 
Museum collection had still many blanks, 
which only private collectors and donors 
could fill. While Americans had enriched 
the ceramic collections of Europe, donors to 
the Irish collection were few, notwithstanding 
the rich Bender and Revelstoke gifts. The 
important collections of Irish and European 
glass he hoped to deal with on another 
occasion.

DEMONSTRATIONS AT THE 
LEIPZIG FAIR 


The intensive application of science and 
technology to the building trades during 
recent years has resulted in a vast improve- 
ment in practice, and has tended to furnish 
solutions of many interesting problems in 
various branches of building technology, as 
will be clearly seen in the exhibition halts, 
the outdoor exhibits, and the Steel Build- 
ing Hall of the Leipzig Autumn Fair from 
30th August to árd September, 1956. 

Special attention will be paid to the two 
main requirements of to-day—the erection of 
dwellinghouses for the masses and the 
lanning of settlements (garden cities). The 
Saxon Welfare Ministry has arranged for the 
erection of models of dwellings for the 
masses and small settlements at the Fair, in 
order to demonstrate to the public generally 
that their construction can be carried out 
even with moderate means. These model 
dwellings will be open to inspection under 
expert guidance. he special exhibition, 
Aus dem deutschen Siedlungswerk, shows ex- 
cerpts from the work which has_ been 
generally carried out in all parts of Ger- 
many from 1918 to 1936 to overcome the 
existing house shortage. 

The Autumn Building Fair will also con- 
tain a special exhibit, entitled ‘‘ Art and 
Technology,” shown by the Deutscher 
Werkbund under the auspices of the Cham- 
ber of Arts and Crafts. This exhibit was 
inspired by the Minister of Propaganda, Dr. 
Goebbels, who suggested that the costs of 
erection of all new houses should include a 
certain sum for artistic and architectural 
development of the houses. This particular 
exhibit is, therefore, intended to demonstrate 
the possibilities of artistic development also 
in houses fom the masses, and to furnish 
ideas for this purpose. It incorporates the 
tendency and spirit actuating German 
artists and technologists in this direction, 
and furnishes a useful guide for the archi- 
tects, masons, painters and builders who are 
devoting their energies to the erection of

SIR,— As one of that group of your readers 
which Father Stephen Brown, 8.J., believes 
to be in need of his assistance, I wish to 
pay tribute to the fairness of your news and 
editorial comment, I have referred back to 
the letter in your issue of the 18th inst., to 
which Father Brown originally took excep- 
tion. I can see nothing in the letter itself 
to justify his outburst, and still less the 
charge against you of partisanship in cn 
anti-Christian and anti-Catholic cause, Im- 
mediately below the offending letter you 
print a letter from Father Alvarez, giving 
the Church’s viewpoint. Moreover, I am 
certain that when Father Brown addressed 
his letter to you it was in the sure know- 
ledge that vou would give it publicity. There 
is such a thing as a mind so controversial 
by nature or training as to be incapable of 
recognising impartiality when confronted 
with it. 

The correspondence which has ensued is 
none the worse for the introduction of ap 
element of humour, albeit unconscious. 
Writing on the 24th inst. Father Brown 
claims credence for certain reports published 
in the (’niverae because the same reports 
appeared in the Daily Mail. I-recollect a 
comic song popular some years ago which 
recommended its hearers to believe in a 
number of most improbable happenings, 
because ‘* it says BO in the Daily Mad.’’ But 
then comic songs are one thing. 

Does Father Brown still believe in all the 
enemy atrocity stories which appeared in 
that and similar journals during the period 
1914-1918’ However. I think the palm must 
go to the Reverend Dudley Fletcher when he 
tells us he has “never heard of anyone 
being persecuted for professing or carrying 
out the Christianity contained in the Sermon 
on the Mount.” What of Him who preached 
the sermon and the chosen twelve who 
carried on after He had been crucified? 

I know nothing of Spain. It is possible that 
a considerable vody of the clergy have been 
false to their stewardship. But the burning 
of churches and killing of priests and nuns 1s 
not in itself a’ proof of: this, The Catholic 
Church is the natural enemy of Communism 
and any extreme movement from the Left. 
She has declared war on them and holds the 
light of private property to be sacred.

Why should the Catholic Chureh, or 
any Christian Church, exercise itself because 
many of its flock are, in a spiritual sense, 
more favourably placed? It is this compara- 
tive complacen¢y, in face of material ard- 
ship, which is the antithesis of Communism 
and extreme Socialism and furnishes the 
agitator with his ammunition. To the senti- 
mentalists the creed may seem heartless; but 
liave we any record of Christ or his Apostles 
doing anything to increase the material pro- 
sperity of a single individual—and they must 
have been surrounded by poverty. _ Christ 
predicted that those who carried on his work 
vould be the victims of persecution, I leave

Sim,—Are your ieader-writers disciples of 
Einstein? They tell us to-day that the attacks 
on churches, priests, nuns, brothers in Spain 
result from General Franco’ rising. ‘The 
outrages on religion have been going on ever 
since the elections last February. Lists of 
attacks on over a hundred churches, and many 
murdets, committed before General Franco's 
rising of six weeks ago have beer published. 
The murder of Calvo Sotelo, one of Spain’s 
hest statesmen, happened a week before the 
rising. If these things resulted from the 
rising, though they Sappened before it, 
relativity must be .rue. 

We are told that the attacks do not signify 
enmity to religion. They are merely protests 
against the alleged riches of the clergy. 
Seeing that the Kepublic seized the property 
of the Church, it seems hard to follow up 
the seizure, a few years later, with massacre. 
Can a bishop not be forced to give up his 
cheque book without bombing the sacred relic 
of the Pillar or desecrating the very tabernacle 
of the altar? However, is it true that riches 
have any part in the business? What was 
the income of a poor parish priest in Spain 
yesterday? What riches had the martyrs of 

urén, that humble De La Salle community 
devoted to the teaching of the poor, which 
was massacred two years ago (as a result of 
General Franco’s revolt of this year)? Con- 
sider again the destruction of the famous 
Jesuit institute, still earlier. This existed to 
teach young men of the working class to 
become skilled artisans, mechanics and engi- 
neers ; a beneficent work by any standard. It 
was destroyed, and the Fathers who con. 
ducted it were outiawed. Yet we are told 
that the anti-Christian campaign is merely a 
protest against bad clergy. Tell that, sir, to 
the horse marines and to the Orange lodges. 

In Barcelona now every day is a twelfth 
of July. Nobody denies that all the churches 
are destroyed and the surviving clergy in 
hiding. People cannot hear Mass save in 
secret; Irish Penal conditions are repeated. 
This is alleged to be a protest against clerical 
riches, but not the work of irreligion. The 
woman whose article in the New Statesman 
Bt quoted alleged that the churches were 
ombed by accident from the air, asking us 
to assume that the Communists bombed the 
city which is in their own control: more 
relativity ! You can hear Mass in cities 
which General Cabanella’s Government con- 
trols, but not in cities which President 
Azaiia’s Government still commands, 

Your leader-writer admits that the Madrid 

Government was erected on a minority vote. 
He contends that it is none the less legiti- 
mate. Now, legitimacy 
on the lawful entering into power, but on the 
proper use of power. The Madrid Govern- 
ment refused to check the outrages of 
February-July, Gil Robles, the principal 
champion of Parliamentary democracy in 
Spain, even he was forced to denounce that 
Government. In Parliament, that noble soul, 
Calvo Sotelo, was notified of his approaching 
murder, and he then offered his life for his 
country, quoting a saint’s words. To pretend 
that a Government which thus showed itself 
hostis humani generis is legitimate is to rob 
that word of all meaning. 
The Osservatore Romano, soon after the 
rising began, traced it to these causes: (i.) 
The erection of a minority Government ; (ii.) 
that Government’s refusal to check outrages 
or preserve the life and property of decent 
people; and (iii.) its leaders’ own praise of 
the methods of violence, on Marxist prin- 
ciples. In face of these wrongs, even a 
minority would have the moral right to re- 
volt in self protection; however, it is all 
but certain that a big majority of Spaniards 
is in favour of General Franco’s act. This 
we see by the admission that the entire agri- 
cultural regions outside Catalonia are on the 
‘“‘rebel’’ side, and the fact that life moves 
orderly and freely wherever the Cabanella 
Government is in control, while violent mea- 
sures are needed to maintain the Madrid 
Government’s authority. Every chief city 
controlled by Madrid has jails full of hos- 
tages; rule can be kept up only by terror. 
As to the allegation that the Basque 
Nationalists support the Madrid Government, 
this circulates in Ireland simply because 
the news has not been published here that 
both Madrid and Burgos have consented to 
recognise the provinces of Viscaya and 
Gnipuzcoa as neutral. 

Then we have the absurd 
about democracy. The Madrid 
admitted to be a minority Government, is 
termed democratic, an its Socialistic 
character is denied on the authority of 
whom ?—of Largo Caballero, founder of the 
Communist Youth, the organisation that con- 
ducted much of the campaign of church de- 
struction !—the man whose actions in 1933 
sufficiently define his ‘‘democratic’’ prin- 
ciples, While Madrid’s Socialism is denied, 
its nationalisation of industry, at the dictate 
of its Communistic masters, is not made pub- 
lic. We find, therefore, the Jrish Times de- 
fending as democratic a policy which it 
would denounce as Red if any Government 
disclosed one syllable of such a programme 
nearer home. 

What is democracy’ The assertion of 
the will of the masses. If the masses 
welcome a military Government, must not 
demgcrats admit that Government to repre. 

We need to 
think ont this modern talk of democracy 
and tyranny, which assumes that the essence 
of freedom is a certain form of Govern- 
ment, the English form.

Sirn,—Northern workers have announced 
their intention of sending a Red Cross unit 
to Spain as a token of the good-will of the 
Irish people towards the Spanish people in 
their fight against Fascism. Northern workers 
are to be congratulated on their action, which, 
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The Republican Congress, therefore, pledges 
its support and appeals to Republicans, North 
and South, for energetic co-operation. The 
attempts to make the fight of the Spanish 
people appear as a minority movement of 
terrorists been exposed by no less authori- 
tative and competent an observer than Mr. 
Kerney, Irish Minister at Madrid. In his 
interview in the Jrish /ndependent Mr. 
Kerney states categorically that: the Spanish 
Government is a properly-constituted Govern- 
ment elected by the majority of the Spanish 
people; that it is not a Communist Govern- 
ment, not even a Socialist Government, but 
a Republican Government of moderate opinion. 
The Fascists, therefore, are the terrorist 
minority. They depend for their material 
support on the landlords and grandees, whose 
tyranny the people’s Government seeks to 
break, Bein without wide popular backing, 
they depend ler man-power. on the Moors and 
Foreign Legionnaires whom they can hire, 

The aims of the Fascists are stated bluntly 
by their leaders, Generals Franco and Mola, 
They include :— 

(1) The establishment of a military dicta- 
torship. 

(2) The banning of trades unions. 

(5) The suppression of the working-class 
Press. 

(4) The banning of strikes. 

These aims of the Fascists in Spain explain 
the movement in their support here. O’Duffy, 
Cronin and McCabe and other ex-officers 
who waged war on the Irish people here in 
1922-23: now profess to be deeply concerned 
about the fate of Christianity in Spain. 
What they -really are concerned about is to 
try to give a lease of life in Lreland to their 
reactionary forces, which, after seizing power 
by coup d’etat in 1922, were driven out bv 
the Irish people in 1932, Towards that end 
they have allied themselves not only to 
British imperialism, but to the international 
forces of Fascism. If the Fascists can recruit 
a force under the shelter of the Spanish 
scare, that force will be used against the 
trades unions and Republican movement here. 
The call launched by the Northern workers 
for a Red Cross unit must be popularised 
throughout all Ireland. And all Irish workers 
must be aroused to a sense of the dangers 
threatening the trade union movement. 

_ We have no doubt but that the civil war 
in Spain will be misrepresented, as was our 
fight for the Republic. The atrocity stories 
which brought Irishmen into the ranks of the 
British Army in 1914 are being revived to 
stampede people into the ranks of the Fascists 
now. Nor have we any doubt but that real 
atrocities as horrible as _ Ballyseedy or 
Countess Bridge take place on both sides 
But the remedy is not Fascism and war, but 
the destruction of Fascism as a first step to

Sirn,—I.requested Mr. Peadar O'Donnell to 
answer in plain and definite terms a number 
of questions. I submit respectfully that he 
has not done so, and I think that any fair- 
minded reader of your newspaper, comparing 
my letter with his reply, will agree. Diversity 
of standpoints among your readers is natural ; 
but, at least, one expects direct and reasoned 
argument. 

As Mr. O’Donnell is a public figure, and 
has been prominent of late on the subject of 
Spain, the public is entitled on general 
grounds to know where he stands. Adgord- 
ingly, I asked is he a Communist, or is he a 
supporter of democracy? He might be so 
good as to give a plain, unequivocal answer 
Surely, he is not so innocent as to be unaware 
of his position in the matter. It will he 
bheir also that he side-tracks my guestions 
about, his activities in the Asturias, where. 
apparently, he attended conferences of some 
kind, and in Barcelona. 

The use of a catch phrase like “ anti- 
Fascist ’’ does not explain satisfactorily the 
aid which the Spanish Government received 
from Russia. In this connection the follow- 
ing passage, taken from your extract from 
to-day’s leading article in Zhe Times, will 
be of interest :— 

“The Comintern still exists, simmering 
on the pot, a mischievous memorial of 
Troteky. It will stall be used as occasion 
serves. It has played its unavowed part 
in recent years to promote social unrest 

in Spain.’’ : 

Mr. O'Donnell evades my point with regard 
to the present Spanish Government. I re- 
ferred him to the orgy of burnings and 
assassinations which had gone on unchecked, 
and asked him was there, in the circumstances, 
any Government in the proper sense of the 
word in the country at all? My question 
remains unanswered. 

Mr. O'Donnell admits that an explanation 
which he cites of the burning of churches is 
not complete, and appears to imply that this 
is no new thing in Spanish politics; but he 
does not attempt to explain how, if the forces 
ranged on the side of the Government are 
not Communistic, events such as the desecra- 
tion of images and the trampling of the 
Host occurred in areas occupied by them. 

As regards the ‘‘arming of the Catholic 
masses,’’ Mr. O'Donnell now narrows it down 
considerably hy saying that he saw the arm- 
ing of the Catholic masseg in Catalonia, Did 
he witness it throughout Catalonia? Catalonia 
is a large region. Further. does he wish us 
to believe that the anti-religious atrocities in 
Barcelona were the work of the Catholic 
masses ? | 

Mr. O'Donnell does not substantiate his 
previous insinuation that the insurgents sent 
ress gangs to Africa to hire Moors, A strange 
insight into Mr. O’Donnell’s methods is pro- 
vided by the last paragraph of the letter, in 
which, suddenly assuming that all his views 
are axiomatic, he declares roundly that ‘‘ the 
fight in Spain is a fight of the poor against 
the rich, of the people against the landlords, 
of a democratic Government against a mili- 
tary junta, and finally of the Catholic masses 
against the Moors and the Foreign Legion.’’—

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TREATY ‘SIGNED 
IN LONDON 


DELEGATES WELCOMED 
BY MR. EDEN 


———— 


HE new Anglo-Egyptian Treaty was 
signed by the representatives of Great 
Britain and Egypt in the Locarno Room 
of the Foreign Office, London, yesterday. 
A special gold fountain pen was used, and 
the delegates signed also duplicate copies 
of the Treaty. 

Chairs. of blue and gold had been 
arranged on either side of the long table 
in the Locarno Room. ‘The Foreign 
Secretary (Mr. Anthony Eden), who pre- 
sided, sat on a special chair of rose-pink 
at the head of the table. On his right 
was the Egyptian Premier (Nahas Pasha), 
while Mr. Ramsay Macdonald sat upon 


his left. Nahas: Pasha and the other 
Egyptian delegates wore red tasselled 
tarbushes in. addition to their formal 
western morning dress. Near to the 


Egyptian Premier sat his wife, and 
special seats had been provided also for 
Mrs. Eden and Lady Miles Lampson. 

Among the Egyptian delegates were 
Mahmud Pasha, an Oxford man, and 
Sidky Pasha, both of whom have had the 
experience of being deported from Egypt 
because of their political ideals, and of 
rising afterwards to the high office of 
Prime Minister. 

Mr. Eden, at the outset, welcomed the

Japan Prepares 


The incautious Chinese seem to have 
presented Japan with yet another excuse 
for invasion. On Monday evening two 
Japanese journalists were killed by a mob 
in Chengtu, in the Province of Szechwan, 
and two other Japanese visitors were 
injured, more or less severely.. It 1s 
supposed that the attack followed a 
“ campaign ” by the local Press against 
the reappointment of a Japanese Consul- 
General to Chengtu; but no provocation 
can excuse the criminal folly of this act 
of “ protest.” For years past well- 
disposed Europeans have watched with 
sorrow the gradual encroachments of the 
Japanese upon China’s freedom and terri- 
tory. They have seen how any and every 
act of indiscipline, however small, is 
employed as an excuse for Japanese 
aggrandisement ; and, while condemning 
the hypocrisy of Japanese imperialism, 
they have lamented the stupidity of the 
Chinese, who, after so many costly warn- 
ings, continue thus to provide their 
conquerors with pretexts for further 
conquest. The: need of a really strong 
Government in China is sadly evident. So 
long as either bandit troops or uncon- 
trolled mobs are able to maintain dis- 
order, so long the Japanese will have 
charges to hurl against the existing 
Central Government—which, in fact, pos- 
sesses little or no authority at any 
distance from Nanking. Chengtu is a 
thousand miles, as the crow flies, from 
Nanking, in a province where the Govern- 
ment’s writ only nominally runs; but the 
lack of effective authority is regarded by 
Japan not as a condonation of mob riots, 
but as an illustration of China’s need to 
be conquered for her own good. The 
Governor of the province is said to have 
expressed his regret to Tokyo. His 
apologies will make no difference. If this 
particular incident does not provoke at 
once a further assault upon Chinese terri- 
tory, it will be added to the score which 
must be settled in the near future—and 
can be settled only by the complete 
subjugation of China. During the past 
year the Japanese have not troubled to 
make fresh conquests—for the good reason 
that they have been too busy developing 
their present possessions—but it would be 
idle to suppose that they are contented 
with what they have. 
is ready she will advance again; and China 
will be lucky if, on this occasion, she is 
left with anything. 

Japan knows her own mind, and the 
knowledge makes her formidable. While 
the nations of Europe are distracted by

mutual suspicion and jealousy, Japan 
moves in her own mysterious way on the 
edge of the world. It is no direct concern 
of hers that the civil war in Spain may 
set Europe ablaze; that Italy’s conquest 
of Abyssinia may have set forces in motion 
which will shake England, France and 
Italy herself to their foundations, or that 
the renascence of Germany has brought 
new and terrible danger to the entire 
Occident. Later, doubtless, these things 
will concern Japan very deéply; but for 
the moment she is content to keep a wary 
eye upon Europe, and, profiting by 
Europe’s distractions, to work out her 
own designs. Every day Japan becomes 
stronger. Internally, she is being re- 
planned—not, indeed, on strictly “ totali- 
tarian ” lines, but in such a manner that 
the Government always can rely upon the 
full mobilisation of her resources to meet 
an emergency. Her Army, Navy and Air 
Force are among the most powerful and 
efficient in the world. She has extended 
her boundaries to include not only those 
Pacific islands which wete entrusted to her 
under mandate by the League of Nations, 
but also the entire extent of Manchuria 
and a huge section of Northern China. 
Finally, she has an overwhelming urge 
to empire and a consciousness of her 
mission” in the Orient which double 
her physical strength. For the moment 
she acts almost unobserved. Her two 
natural enemies are the United States and 
Soviet Russia; but both of these nations 
are anxious to keep themselves, as far as 
is possible, aloof from war. It is question- 
able whether the United States by her- 
self would be a match for Japan, and

BELFAST-BUILT CRUISER

OFF FOR TRIALS 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The first cruiser built at Belfast since the 
Great War—the H.M.S. Penelope—left the 
port to-day for an exhaustive series of trials 
before being commissioned for service with 
the Mediterranean Fleet. 

The speed trials will be carried out on the 
Firth of Clyde, and the vessel will be at sea 
for some time before returning to Belfast. 

The Penelope is a light cruiser of the 
Arethusa class, about 5,200 tons, and was 


included in the 1933 programme. It has cost | 


about £1,250,000. The keel plate was laid 
by the Duke of York in May, 1934, and the 
vessel was launched by the Duchess of Aber- 
corn on 15th October, 1935. 

Captain Robertson, wno was originally 
appointed to command the ship, lost his life 
in a motor accident a few davs ago. He has 
been succeeded by Captain Hutton. 

The Penelope will have a speed of 321 
knots. The armament consists of six 6-incna 
guns, together with 4-inch H.A. guns and 
machine guns. <A seaplane, which can be 
launched from a catapult, is also carried. 
The crew will number about 500 officers and 
men 


THE NEXT CRUISER 


The next cruiser which will be built at 
Belfast will be of the Southampton class, and 
will be laid down this year. It will have 
10.000 tons ‘displacement, compared with 
5,200 of the Penelope.

SHIRT-SLEEVES AND 
SIX-SHOOTERS 


After I had left my bag at the hotel 
(noting that a machine-gun had been at 
work on the front door) I began to study 
conditions from the nearest café. The 


Ramblas were crowded with the usual 


evening strollers, but they were not quite 
the same strollers that I had remembered. 
They seemed rougher and less well dressed, 
and quite a remarkable number of the 
men carried guns. I knew already that 
they were members of the. militia, but it 
was hard to shake off the feeling that they 
were gunmen. A uniform is a reassuring 
thing—at least it implies discipline—and 
the sight of so many armed men in shirt- 
sleeves or overalls was rather disturbing. 


WHITE PAINT 


An even stranger sight was provided by 
the cars, which dashed violently up and 
down the street, hooting continuously, 
bristling with guns, and scrawled all over 
with inscriptions in white paint. When 
the rebellion broke out the Government 
commandeered nearly all privute cars and 
taxi-cabs in Barcelona, and is using them 
for its own purposes. Every car must 
carry a large inscription to identify it 
(“ Doctor,” ‘* Police Service,” “ Militia,”’ 
etc.), and, in addition, it nearly always 
bears the initials of a trades union. An 
epidemic of white paint has broken out in 
Spain, and the carriages in our train from 
the frontier were plastered with hammer 
and sickle signs and sentiments of a 
patriotic nature in letters two feet high. 
In Barcelona it is one of the town’s most 
prominent and least decorative features, 
though they say that it is absolutely neces- 
sary where the cars are concerned, in 
order to keep a check on them. A few 
weeks ago a car was almost as likely to 
contain a band of Fascist snipers as a 
section of the militia, and the Government 
is still nervous. i 


TRIUMPHANT INITIALS 


The magic initials “ ae T hee i 
‘“C.N.T.”’ are to be found almost every- 
where in Barcelona—on tram-cars, motors, 
houses, banners, and the walls of burnt- 
out churches. “As Irish readers know 
already, they stand for the two Anarchist 
trades unions which wield such power in 
the town, but a study of the motor cars 
reveals many other political forces besides 
the ‘“F.A I.” and the ‘‘C.N.T.’’ There are 
“UGT..” “ P.O0.U.M.,” ‘C.A.D.C.L,” 
“10.” “p.8.U.C.,” “UL ELP.,” “EBC.” 
“MA... “LESS * Pee, and 
several others. I have not the faintest 
idea what some of these initials stand for, 
but will try to explain the others in a later 
article. 

In the meantime the cars were still 
whizzing past, and I had just begun to 
wonder if my seat were not a trifle too 
near the edge of the pavement. Like the 
tourist who looks nervously over his 
shoulder on the way down Grafton street, 
I felt that I might be doing something a 
little rash. Nobody had told me whether 
the habits of the young men in the cars 
Were savage or genteel, and, to the casual 
observer, they seemed much more likely 


to be the former. 


DISCIPLINE 


said the boy, “if I put it back someone 
else will take it, and you can’t stay watch- 
ing this window all day.” The policeman, 
forced to admit the logic of the argument, 
considered the problem for some time. 
“ No, he said finally, ‘‘ put it back. It 
wouldn't go with that suit of yours any- 
how.”’ 


DANGER TO BARCELONA 


The only present danger in Barcelona—a 
small one—is the chance of being shot 
accidentally in the streets late at night. 
Pickets are posted all over the town, and 
at night they stop and examine every car 
about which they are not quite sure. If 


the car does not stop at their whistle they 


open fire at once, though I have not heard 
of anybody being killed or hurt as a result. 
There is, too, the chance that the rebels 
may bomb Barcelona from the air, though 
nobody seems to think that they are in the 
least likely to do so. 

Something more, perhaps, should be said 
on this question of security. If Barcelona 
is bombed it will be very unpleasant for 
all concerned, and if Saragossa cannot be 
taken from the rebels the excellent dis- 
cipline of the militia may collapse. In 
either case Barcelona would be an 
unhealthy spot, but for the last three 
weeks it has been perfectly quiet, and the 
official British attitude is causing both 
perplexity and amusement here. It may 
be necessary, say the Spaniards, to have 
a warship ready in the harbour to 
evacuaté British subjects if things become 
too hot, but why on earth should some of 
the later “ refugees ' have been taken off 
by the Royal Navy when the trains to the 
frontier were running quite regularly and 


peacefully ? 


THE “ BRITISH COLONY ” 


Another mysterious factor is the 
existence of a “ British Colony,’’ which I 
visited this afternoon. It is on the quays, 
not twenty yards from the stern of the 
large British cruiser, and the inhabitants 
have all the air of making a last stand 
against fearful odds. The premises 
formerly belonged to the Barcelona Yacht 
Club, and have been given over to the 
colony at the request of the British Consul. 
There the twenty refugees are living, pro- 
tected (oddly enough) by Anarchist 
guards, and sleeping on mattresses which 
they have laid on the floor or on the club’s 
billiard table. 

Barcelona, said one member to me, might 
be quiet enough now, but one never could 
tell. He had heard, indeed, that the 
Spanish authorities were meticulously 
careful to protect foreigners, and that 
many English people (not to speak of 
Frenchmen, and even the unpopular 
Germans and Italians) were still living in 
the town with every appearance of safety. 
But dirty work might be afoot, and it 
would be foolish to take chances. Did I 
know, for instance, that all the street 
lights were turned out at 10 p.m., for some 
reason best known to the Anarchists? 


OVER-PRECAUTION 


At this point a _ fellow-journalist 
remarked tactlessly that he had been 
drinking cognac in one of the cafés at 
1 a.m. last night, and that the lights 
seemed to be all right then. The rest of 
the conversation was drowned by the 
unexpected notes of “The British 
Grenadiers ” (played by the ship’s band 
across the way), and we took our Jeave. 
There has been danger in Barcolona, and 
there may be danger again, but these amaz- 


Christmas orders. Most of the important 
papers, however, were in a safe, and were 
found to have been unaffected by the fierce 
heat. 


TEMPORARY PREMISES 


In an interview, Mr. G. Bleakley, the 
secretary to the firm, stated that plans 
are already being made to re-establish 
the damaged property on a temporary 
site. Alternate accommodation will have 
to be provided speedily to cope with the 
Christmas trade and the orders already 
accepted, and most, if not all, of the 
employés will be back at work in a com:

It is understood that after the meeting 
the Committee telegraphed to Nuri Pasha, 
Foreign Minister of Iraq, inviting him to 
return to Jerusalem to-morrow to attempt 
mediation. This is taken to indicate that 
pee negotiations are progressing satis- 

actorily. 3 

Nuri Pasha, who was at Jerusalem last 
week-end, offered to act as mediator in the 
dispute. He is now at Alexandria, and 
has stated that he is ready to return and 
resume negotiations if there is a favour- 
able reception for his proposals. 

The three Arab delegates who visited 
London to discuss the grievances of the 
Arab community arrived in Jerusalem 
this morning. They were welcomed at the 
station by large crowds of Arabs, in- 
cluding many people from the neighbour- 
ing villages. 

The delegates attended the meeting of 
fifty Arab notables from the whole of 
Palestine at the house of the Mufti- of 
Jerusalem. Auni Bey Abdul Hadi, one 
of the leading notables, was released from 
a concentration camp on parole to attend 
the meeting, but, in point of fact, he was 
not present. He remained at his house, 
and was kept informed of the proceedings.

SHOTS FIRED NEAR 
TIPPERARY 
PEOPLE QUESTIONED BY 
THE POLICE

TIPPERARY, Wednesday. 


At about’ midnight on Tuesday shots 


were fired at the dwellinghouse of a man 
named Patrick Ryan, aged about forty- 


cottage at Carron, about a mile from 
Tipperary town. 

Ryan and his wife and family were in 
bed at the time. The shots did not enter 
the dwellinghouse, but this morning the 
walls adjacent to one of the windows were 
chipped. 

Ryan had only been in occupation of the 
house for the last fortnight. 

Superintendent O’Sullivan and a party 


of detectives were busy to-day investigat- 


ing the matter, and a number of people 
were closely questioned.

Japan also has clashed again with 
Russia on the Manchukuo frontier. 

The dead Japanese newspaper men 
were the correspondents of the Mainichi 
Shimbun and the Nichi Nichi Shimbun. 
Their bodies were removed by the mob 
and have not yet been recovered. i 

One of the injured men was reported 
missing, but he has now been found, 
suffering from slight injuries. 


TRAPPED BY MOB 


It appears that the four Japanese were 
trapped in a hotel by a mob of 2,000 
Chinese demonstrating against the 
establishment in Chengtu of a Japanese 
Consulate-General. Police were rushed to 
the scene, but were too late to save the 
Japanese. 

A fierce fight ensued between the police 
and the rioters. One Chinese policeman 
was. killed and a number of other police- 
men and civilians were injured. 

Driven off from the hotel, the mob pro- 
ceeded to attack and wreck both the 
Bureau of Public Safety and a store 
which they alleged was selling smuggled 
Japanese goods. Martial law has been 
declared in the town. 

The Japanese gunboat Hira has been 
sent up from Ichang to Chungking to 
stand by, and “ stern diplomatic action ’”’ 
on the part of the Japanese is fore- 
shadowed in Chinese circles. 

The Japanese Consul-General at 
Chungking has protested to the Governor 
of Szechwan Province, and demanded the 
immediate suppression of “ mob rule”’ in 
Chengtu. 

Meanwhile, the Chinese authorities in 
Chungking have forbidden the Japanese 
nominee to the Chengtu Consulate- 
Genera!, whose appointment is believed 
to be the cause of the incident, to pro- 
ceed to Chengtu.

JAPANESE FIRED ON 
From Revtrr’s COnRESPONDENT, 
HSINKING, Wednesday. 


A frontier clash between Japanese and 
Soviet troops is announced in a com- 
muniqué issued by the Kwantung Army— 
Japan’s army in Manchukuo and North 
China. ) 

It states that a Japanese frontier patrol 
near Wutakou, on the eastern border of 
Manchukuo, this morning met twenty 
Soviet cavalrymen who had crossed the 
Poltaso River, which marks the Soviet- 


on the Japanese, who replied, forcing the 
Russians to retire across the river, leaving 
one casualty. 

On their own side of the river the 
Russians were reinforced by seventy 
mounted men with two machine-guns, 
which were levelled threateningly at the 
frontier guards. 

It is understood that the Manchukuo 
Foreign Affairs Commissioner at Harbin 
this afternoon protested strongly to the 
Sbviet Consul-General, M. | Slavutsky, 
regarding the alleged penetration of Man- 
chukuo territory by Soviet troops. 

It is announced in a Vladivostok tele- 
gram that the captain and part of the crew 
of the detained Soviet steamer Terek have 
been arrested in Formosa and the holds of 
the steamer opened. The Soviet Consul- 
General at Kobe has left for the scene of 
the arrest.

EXCELLENT 

By 8 p.m. the insurgent attack had 
been checked and the Government troops 
seemed determined not to let their oppo- 
neuts advance another step. The Govern- 
ment positions dominated those of the 
insurgents and were excellent. 

The insurgents, it is true, have machine- 
guns mounted on motors and other forms 
of mechanised equipment, but as they ad- 
vance their cars sink in. the ploughed 
fields, and become easy targets for the 
Government’s pitiless machine-gun fire. 

Both sides have motor ambulances, the 
Government wounded being taken to Lrun 
and the insurgent casualties to Ender- 
laza. The number of dead in yesterday's 
fighting is not yet known. A French Cus- 
toms official: at Behobie was wounded in 
the leg by a stray bullet. 

At the height of the fighting panic was 
sown in Irun by an air raid, in which 
three insurgent machines dropped between 
40 and 50 bombs. The flyers seemed to 
he aiming particularly at public buildings. 

As soon as the raid began an alarm was 
given, and the inhabitants scurried into 
cellars, but some wounded are reported, 
women and children. The 
number of casualties and the extent of 
the material damage are not yet known. 


KILLED BY SHELL 


At Lezo, also near the frontier, a shell 
struck a group of people, killing two and 
wounding several others. 

A score of refugees, mostly women and 
children, have arrived at Hendaye, but 
the exodus is much smaller than during 
the first bombardment by insurgent war- 
ships.

A few minutes later the flag was 
flying from one of the three houses 
abandoned in the morning by the Govern- 
nent troops.

TWO HUNDRED 
REBELS KILLED 


GOVERNMENT CLAIM 
From Revuter’s CORRESPOXSDENT;s 
IRUN, Wednesday. 


The following communiqué about to-day’s 
battle before Irun has been published by 
the Irun Popular Front Organisation :'— 

“ From the earliest hours of the morn- 
ing the front, which runs from Irun to 
Gainchtrisqueta—i.e., a distance of eight 
miles—has been the subject of a furious 
attack, in which Moroccan Regulars, 
Fcreign Legion and Fascist Carlist troops 
took part. 

“After a struggle of more than six 
hours the rebels fled in disorder, leaving 
more than 200 dead. The loyalists had 
one dead and three wounded. 

‘‘ During the morning rebel aeroplanes 
bombed the civil population of Irun and 
Lezo, wounding one man at Irun and 
three children at Lezo. : 

“The loyal Air Force intervened 
effectively, attacking enemy concentrations 
and causing serious damage, in particular 
destroying several machine-gun nests. 

“The morale of the loyalists and of the 
civilian population is excellent.” 


BIG FIRE AT MALAGA

General Franco’s aeroplanes bombed 
Malaga again to-day, setting the oil 
tanker Santanova on fire. 

The fire caused by last Friday’s air 
raid at the dépéts of the Campsa, the 
Government-controlled oil company, is 
spreading towards the city. It is stated 
that 5,000 “ Red ” militia are engaged in 
the attempt to put out the fire. i 

A further large contingent of civilian 
Communists who had taken refuge in 
smal! craft in Gibraltar Harbour, pro- 
ceeded in motor faluchos towards Malaga 
last night. ' 

The Government cruiser Miguel de 
Cervantes early this morning continuously 
bombarded at long range Punta Carnero, 
the battery of which returned the fire 
immediately. The cruiser subsequently 
steamed eastward, firing a few shells east 
of the Guadiro. 

Cadiz was bombed from the air yester- 
day evening, causing much damage to 
private property, but no military damage.
